At Viladivostock there are twenty-two forts 
and batteries on which ure placed 100 heavy 
gung and sixty ight guns, with calilres rangiog 
from six inclics to cleven inches. There are 
four ironclad cruisers: (ono of which has baon 
wrecked. however), several transports (the largest 
ona.of which is the Led), several second class 
torpedo-houts (which are from 100 to 200 tons 
in displacoment and from winetsen to twenty- 


ore knots in speed), and ten small torpedo-boats | 


of an old type. Under the circumstances, the 
Japanese squadron can only attack Viadivostock 
by torpedo-hoats. Small torpedo-boats eannot 
steam with the main sqnadron-for the distance 
of 10.010 nautical miles, so that six destroyers 
of from 280 to 380 tone’ displacement muat be 
sent out from Jnpan. The Japanese. squadron 
would incur a great loss in passing through the 
straits to the entrance to Vladivostock, sinco 
the east und west channels of the straits are 
strongly defended. :

After further evidence, Cupt. Baraes-Law- 
yence held the coxswain of the Buivcey to blame, 
beeauve in the fi:st instanes ‘he should havo 
ported instead ‘of starboarding his helm. He 
snspanded his certiticate for one month.

PUBLIC IEEALT 
‘The year 190 was ove of the moxt healthy 
on record in Shanghai. Tu a resident foreign 
popniation estimated at $2300, the nuinber of 
deaths was 132, which gave a rate of 15. 
compared with one of IK) in 1902. 
therefore n very satisfactory set of statistics 
‘which ‘Dr. Arthur Stanley has to put before 


the public in his annual ‘report just issued. 
He has. however, warnings to nutter. Thus, 
“small-pox. the moxt obviously preventable 
of all diseases. still kills with that section of 
the foreign cominmnity which neglects yaccina- 
tion"; “tnberculoxia” heads the list: of fatal 
disease and culls attention to the overcrowding. 
which is so apparent in the Settlement”; 
“aleohol, that comfortable poison, has been 
responsible ‘for the death of nine foreigners 
daring the year"; “plague still threatens 
Shanghai, and the legislation necessary tor 
isolating the first cases as they may he discovered 
is conspicuously ubsont.” In regard to typhoid 
fever, which causéd 13 death, and was more 
severe in incidence and typo, Dr. Stanley 
romarks that “the access of young adult popu- 
lotion to some extent Secounts for this. throngh 
provision of suscoptible material,” and he adds 
in another place, “typhoid fever is am essen- 
tially preventable disease, and its prevention. ix 
largely a matter of individual care in the 
obsersance of the rules set forth in the Public 
Health Notice which has been issued to all 
applicants at the Health Office.” ‘ 

But while much has ‘been done to protect 
the health of the foreign resident, Dr. Stanloy 
admits frankly that the great problem of the 
native population, the standing menace to 
the foreigners, is hardly yet touched. . He 
snggests various devices for educating them 
up to modern health principles, but shows 
the difficulty of tho tosk by pointing out 
that, after about 500 Chinese babies had been 
vaccinated’ at the Health: Office last year,-e-| 
roport spread that their eyes wero being tuken 
out, and no more came. Even foreigners have 
an obstinate clinging to old-fashioned remodies, 


suchas anti-cholera mixtures, at which Dr.} _ 


Stanley pokes a gentle remonstrauce. In 
regard to the native population the ineroase in 
number is one of the most serious factors. At 
the middle of last your it was computed that 
there were 375,000 Chinese in the Settlement 
against 241.000 in 1895, In the sume eight 
years the forein population also nearly doubled 
itself. 

Dr. Stanley strongly advoeutes cremation 
jnstead of enrth burial, urging that oven on 
sentimental grounds, after the first shock, it is 
preferable. while every other consideration ix in} 
its favour, ‘On the subject of the still-vexod 
Yongkingpang, he adheres to his titest axpress- 
al views opposed to culvorting views which we 
juve recently criticised and neod not therefore 
refer to further at this time. 


Of the two papers by Dr. Stanley uppended. : 


to his official report the one on * Sudden Heart 
Failure in. Toxtemic Conditions” is. from its 
technical character, principally interasting te 
medical students. The other on “ Chinese 
Hyyienc” is. however. of 9 more popular 
character, and the conclusions Dr. Stanley hus 
arrived ut have a readuble-air of audacity for 
those who have, perhaps thoughtlessly, male 
up their minds that everythins Chinexe is as 
bad asit can bo. 
makes thé ussertion that the Chinese have very 
sound ideas on sunitation, more soand 
indeed {hen those of Western nations, And 
in main proof of his contention ho 
points ont that among the peoples of 
-tho earth none has enjoyed a more prolonged 
national life, while tho individual hoalth of the 
Chinese is also ubove the average. He quotes 
their two main Jaws of health, and mukes’ as 
wonder whether they do really follow them—in 
Shanghai at all events. They sound so simple, 
and s0 *'un;Chinese,” though that is probably 
our mistake: (1) Restraint of all the appetites 
(2). Cleanliness in house and person. The’ 
following: paragraph ‘is worth studying for its 
lessons : 

*The Chinaman eats und drinks little that 
has uot been subjected to the temperature of 
boiling water or boiling oil, and is therefore 
largely preserved from typhoid fever, cholera, 
and other diseases which are caused by infected 
food. The Chinaman is not a great fruit eater. 
He is such un excellent cook that he prefers 
foods in which uuture has been improved by art. 
He abhors raw things asarule. Raw oysters, for 
example, the Chinese will not eat, considering 
them ‘too cold for the stomach.’ Except under 
great stross he drinks no cold water, but ulways 
tea made with boiled water, and thus avoids 
waterborne disease.” : 

It is almost startling ‘to find Dr. Stanley 
commending tho close aggregation of Chinese 
honses, whuch by tending to warmth in winter 
and coolness in summer, co-operates with tho 
warm, light clothing worn, to dininish catarrhs. 
bronchitis and rheamatisms. “The Chincse 
dwelling has plenty of natural ventilation’ 
With regard to sleeping accommodation the 
Chinese closely resemble most of the rest of 
animal creation in getting into a small, close. 
warm placo for sleep. It is probuble. however. 
that impure warm air is less injurious than cold 
pure air, and during sleep less air is required 


than at other times; while the body daring sleep’ 


is more subject to chills. Although bad smells 
abound near Chinese houses, smells are nota 
perfect testof unhealthy environment.” Verily, 
unless Dr. Stanley is perpetrating some Chinese 
topsy-turvey sort of Poke on hig unsuspecting 
| readers, whole volumes of theories must go by 


Iu few words, Dr. Stanley |. 


the board, We are not sarprised, after this, to ¢ 


find him giving good words to the Chinose 
methed of disposing of the dead. and the 
polygamous marriage system as preferable to 
the social irregularities of the West. Lt would 
not he fair te’ press all theso points without 
saying that Dr. Stanley indicates directions in 
which Modern science can effoet improvements 
oven in this empire of-all the ideals, But that 
makus far less striking reading, [N-C. Daily 
Newa editorial.)
